GO BACK TO RUSSIA 


‘Rather Than Go to 
Prison 15 Years as Spy. 


NEW YORK, March 11 (AP)— 
Valentin A. Gubitchev, convicted 
as a Soviet spy, reportedl, will 
accept the United States Gov- 
ernment’s offer of suspension of a 
15-year prison term on the condi- 
tion that he go home to Russia. 


The Government had told the 
33-year-old engineer that he could 
pick his own penalty for con- 
spiracy and attempted espionage 
against the United States. He 
could get out, and stay out, or he 
could go to prison for 15 years. 

It was reported that Gubitchev 
plans to leave the United States 
March 20 aboard the Polish liner 
Batory—the same ship on which 
Communist fugitive Gerhart Eis- 
ler flad this country as a stow- 
away last May. 

Reported Decision. 

Both the New York Times and 
the New York Herald Tribune 
said they had learned of Gubit- 
chev’s decision.

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Sewers or Decay 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I read with great interest of Mayor 
Darst’s plan to use $50,000,000 of un- 
used bond money for numerous proects. 
And all, it seems, because of your “Prog- 
ress or Decay?” campaign. , 

Progress or Decay? What a beautiful 
sounding slogan. What inspiring words 
to civic-minded citizens! What an op- 

y for ambitious politicians! 

Well, I’m skeptical. About four years 


ago, during a flash flood, two boys were 


drowned in a sewer on Ashland avente. 
Homes in that area had three feet of 
water in them. And every basement in 
the surrounding areas had water in 
them. 

The property owners of this neigh- 
borhood organized and sent committees 
to the then Mayor Kaufmann, to try 
having these inefficient, inadequate, 
overcrowded sewers in the Harlem 
Oreek district enlarged to properly cope 
with these all-too-frequent flash floods. 

This flash flood was called an “Act 
of God”; something that wouldn’t hap- 
pen again in a million years. Well, two 
years later this “Act of God” happened 
again. In July, 1948, after a flash flood, 
my house, and every house on my block, 
had 44 inches in the house. This brought 
water up above my kitchen stove. 


Again we property owners and ten- 
ants of this area held meetings, sent 
committees to the Mayor to have some- 
thing done. The Mayor and his buddies 
had this sad story to tell us. 

When all the money for sewer repair 
was voted in a bond issue in 1944 Har- 
lem Creek was not included in the sur- 
vey. They had promised other districts 
they would get their sewers fixed with 
this money. So regardless if Harlem 
Creek sewer was the most inefficient, 
overcrowded, inadequate sewer in the 
city (and it is, as has been proven), 
nothing could be done about it except 
have another bond voted on. f 


The city couldn't use sewer money 
voted in 1944 for it because it was prom- 


- ¥sed in other districts. What district. 


needs it more, may I ask? 

Well, there was another bond issue 
voted on, but it failed, as you know. 
After all, if I live on top of the hill, 
why should I worry about the drowned 
rats in Harlem Creek? 

This Ashland avenue district is a 
neatly-kept, civic-minded, respectable 
section of the city, but if these flash 
floods continue, this may likely grow 
into one of the city’s worst slums. I, 
for one, may feel reluctant, yes, and 
nauseated, to clean up the mess these 
floods cause. Mud, and sewer odors in 
the house and furniture. Sewer stench 
emanating from basements for weeks 
afterward. 

Progress? Oh, you must mean new 
homes being built, such as around my 
neighborhood, to further tax my already 
over-taxed sewer, the Harlem Creek 
sewer. 

Decay—well, when a tooth is decayed, 
a dentist sometimes removes it, so may- 
be that’s the solution here. Remove 
these homes in the Harlem Creek dis- 
trict. Let Ashland avenue be flooded! 
The city needs another swimming pool 
anyway. 

Your newspaper has a fine-sounding 
slogan, Progress or Decay? Well, let's 
see how well you can progress on the 
decay at Harlem Creek. Or maybe 
your fine-sounding slogan is just some- 
thing to improve your circulation.

stables, court clerks and the rest of them. Will 


the Freeholders merely assert the city’s authority - 
over these offices, and let it go at that? Will 


they continue all these minor funtionaries on an 
elective basis? Will they leave their employes 
outside civil service? Or will they treat these 
offices as they already have treated much more 
important city offices, streamlining, consolidat- 
ing and combining functions wherever possible? 

The question almost answers itself. It hardly 
seems logical to put 8500 city eniployes under 
civil service, and then refuse to treat some 500 
“county” employes in the same way. It seems 
even more illogical-that the carefully worked- 
out reorganization of the city’s financial func- 
tions should be junked by once more putting 
the City Treasurer, License Collector and Col- 
lector of Revenue in the category of elective of- 
ficials. Their functions are purely adminis- 
trative and belong in the proposed Finance De- 
partment, ö 

Long ago, the Griffenhagen report suggested 
a similar functional re- arrangement of the sher- 
iff’s office, a combination of the circuit and 
prosecuting attorneys’ offices and the setting 
up of a combined department of court clerks. 


These proposals may be criticized in detail, but 


their general objective was one of the prime 
reasons for setting up a Board of Freeholders. 
Here is a chance to squeeze out some of the 
petty political princelings, and to get public 
business done more efficiently and more eco- 
nomically. 

The Freeholders set out to provide for a strong 
Mayor, an official with direct authority over 
those under, him, and with direct responsibility 
to the voters. The refusal to reorganize the 
“eounty” offices is a repudiation of this principle 
just as it is a repudiation of the civil service 
merit system. It represents a sharp shift in the 
thinking of some of the Freeholders. 

Why should there be such a shift? Are some 
of them turning “practical”? Do they now feel 
that they must leave some sops of patronage to 
the politicians to buy off their opposition to 
charter reform? We doubt that the politicians 
can be thus appeased; and it is a sure way of 
killing off public support. What reason is there 


to believe that the leading political figures. f 
the city, Democrats and Republicans, do not 


want a good charter? In any event, it is the 
business of the Freeholders to submit as good a 
charter as possible. 

Before they finish their work, the Freeholders 
ought to re-consider a number of issues, particu- 


larly their decision against a smaller Board of 


Aldermen and the question of the Mayor’s salary. 
But most important of all is their treatment of 


the “county” offices. Efficiency, economy, the 


merit system, a minimum of spoils politics—all 
the essentials of good local government are in- 
volved in this issue. How it is handled will go 
a long, long way toward telling whether the 
Freeholders are going to submit a compromise | 
document such as that now before the voters of 
St. Louis county, or whether they are going to 


offer a charter which could be considered a 
model and which would be supported with en- 
thusiasm.

Nine hundred University of California profes- 


sors are tryifig to teach an elementary lessen to 
the university’s Board of Regents.

One of the old tricks in Congress is to at- 
tempt to fasten a piece of legislation on a de- 
ficiency appropriation bill. It is tried when a 
bill’s sponsor thinks he cannot get his proposal 
through unless as an amendment to a bill which 
cannot well be held up. 

Senator Paul Douglas of [‘linois must have 
surprised many members of the Senate when he 
introduced his proposal to tighten up vacation 
leave time of federal employes by such an 
amendment. Whatever the merits of the Doug- 
las proposal, which its sponsor says would save 
about $100,000,000 a year, it should not have 
been presented as a rider to a deficiency bill. 

As it is, the Senate voted 57 to 14 to uphold 
a ruling by the chair that the Douglas amend- 
ment would tack legislation on an appropriation 
bill. Thus, the Illinois Senator has had a defeat 
but not a vote on his employe-leave plan, except 
indirectly. Riders are bad for members of Con- 
gress to play with, and often downright danger- 
ous for the country.

There has been unveiled in this South- 
ern-Northern city a picture of which St. 
Louisans are both proud and ashamed.

The title of the picture 
is “Report to St. Louis on Negro Educa- 
tion, Health and Recreation.” 


What startles the St. Louisans with 
whom I have talked are not the shadows 
but the bright spots. Mrs. Clothilde Fer- 
guson, director of the St. Louis Nursery 
School Foundation, reported that abolition 
of facial segregation in one of three nurs- 
ery schools had worked a miracle in caus- 
ing the children in 18 months to “accept 
the difference in the color of their skins 
as other children accept the difference in 
color of their eyes.” 

An honor student at St. Louis University, 

one of 276 Negro students now at that in- 
stitution, which abolished its color bar in 
1946, told this story: 
Negro graduates of substandard, over- 
crowded, segregated Negro schools found 
themselves academically handicapped on 
entering A-rating colleges, and had to work 
harder to compete with fellow students 
who had not been forced, to undergo such 
deficiencies,” ! 

But in the classrooms of tHis city, which 
faces more South than North in its racial 
pattern, as last summer’s racial clashes at 
Fairgrounds Park attested, this young wom- 
an said that she and her fellow Negroes 
have encountered nothing but geniality and 
co-operation to a high degree. 

But what of the background which im- 
poses an expensive and needless burden 
on Americans like this young woman? In 
St. Louis segregated high schools for Ne- 
groes, 5500 students use facilities and class- 
rooms built to aecommodate less than half 
that number. 

In segregated elementary schools condi- 
tions are even more shocking. Most of 
the classes number from 50 to 60 pupils. 
Many of the teachers must teach two 
grades at the same time in the same room. 

No matter how conscientious and indus- 
trious the teacher, it is manifest she can- 
not instruct her students in such fashion 
as to inspire them to go on to high schools, 


be a sound and workable policy, thé State 
of Missouri refuses to recognize at its State 
University at Columbia. Blindly it refuses 
even to learn from its Deeper-South neigh- 
bor, Arkansas, which more frugally and 


-intelligently has admitted qualified Ne- 


groes with neither friction nor difficulty to 
its existing graduate and professional 
schools at the University of Arkansas. 


At the University of Missouri, what is 
the reaction to admission of Negroes? For 
more than a decade both student body and 
faculty have voted overwhelmingly in polls 
to abolish both the farce and the expense 
of educational segregation. 

This issue will play an important and 
possibly a decisive part in November’s 
senatorial election. The lower chamber 
of the Missouri Legislature passed by the 
overwhelming vote of 100 to 8 Bill No. 182 
to admit all qualified applicants regardless 
of race. 

Gov. Forrest Smith has thus far ignored 
appeals to include the bill for action in 
a call for a special session of the Legis- 
lature. Certain Democratic and Republi- 
can Senators are bottling up the bill to 
the growing resentment of many white and 
approximately 100,000 Negro voters. 

The potency of this vote is apparent in 
the fact that Senator Donnell won in 
1944 by only 1988 votes and Senator Kem 
in 1946 by 61,012 ballots. The shift of a 
thousand votes in 1944 and of 31,000 in 
1946 would have put their opponents in 
the Senate seats now occupied by Mr. Don- 
nell and Mr. Kem. 


These factors add up to an appreciable 
revolt of voters, especially pivotal Negro 
voters, against political “slipperiness” in 
both parties. Gov. Smith’ inaction on 
House Bill 182 is resented as much as 
Senators Donnell’s and Kem’s participation 
in the conservative Republican-Dixiecrat 


coalition against civil rights and other leg- 


islation. | 

Further indication of this new spirit is 
determined opposition to the proposed new 
city charter because of refusal to include 
in it guaranties of civil rights, and opposi- 
tion to a World’s Fair in St. Louis in 1952, 
unless there is access for all to all plares 
of public accommodation. :

Bellbox Meets Girl 


GERALDINE BRADSHAW, by Calder Willingham. (The 
Vanguard Press, 415 pgs., $3.50.)

Have you ever wondered what that smart- 
alecky bellboy is thinking as he leads you 
to your room, keeps you waiting while he 
tries switches and taps, and finally grunts 
“Ongk” as he pockets your tip? Or what 
bellboys and elevator girls do together 
after hours? This book will tell you. Basi- 
cally, Calder Willingham’s second novel is 
no more than an account of a man’s two- 
day pursuit of a woman. But it is told in 
such emotional and anatomical detail that 
it will probably create as great a critical 
* as did its expose predecessor, End as 
‘a Man.” 


The author’s Chicago hotel is a typical 
skyscraper operation—frequented by tran- 
sients, buffeted by conventions. It takes al- 
most a third of the novel to bare its con- 
crete and foam-rubber soul. By that time 
the reader not only knows what makes it 
tick, but also how much (or how little) 
the guest counts for. 
Fascinating as this 
milieu is, the author 
uses it merely to 
make his bellboy 
meet girl, whereupon 
he promptly drops 
the hotel for the 
sleazier sections of 
Chicago, where the 
prolonged seduction 
is attempted. The 
bedroom battle takes 
up the rest of this 
oversized book. 

That this ay 
aT has real. power an 
Calder Willingham rer 
nied. At his best he writes with a force, 
pace and aloofness .reminiscent of Dos 
Passos. It is this drive, plus a passion for 
significant minutiae, that holds the reader’s 
attention through pages of interminable 
wise-cracking and what -Bernard Shaw 
would call suspense of the lower centers. 
Indeed, Mr. Willingham’s eloquence on the 
subject of venery approaches that of Ed- 
mund Wilson. 


None of the characters in the story is 
in the least likable, yet even the most sub- 
sidiary of them is pinpointed with clari- 
ty and economy. The girl herself is a mass 
of Freudian complexes, whose sex-life is a 
web of mendacity. Scalpel in hand, the 
author dissects her without mercy, and in 
detail. Then, when he has raced on for 
some 400 pages, Mr. Willingham abruptly 
brings his clinical history to a simultane- 
ous denouement and conclusion. In three 
perfunctory 114 he rounds off his 
story as though He had tired of it. 

In its way the book is a dazzling per- 
formance. This reviewer prefers to re- 
gard it as a technical study, remarkable 
enough to establish Mr. Wi among 
the foremost of our realistic novelists. Hav- 
ing spectacularly flexed his muscles, let 
him now use them on a theme worthy of 
his talent.
